PROM HS. WIFE 


Court Rules That Withhold- 


ing Secret at Marriage 
Was Fraud. 





A wife’s confession of unworthiness, 


contained in a letter sent to her hus- 
band a few weeks after their wedding, 
served as the basis for the annulment, 
in the East St. Louis City Court, of 
the marriage of Alfred A. Miller and 
Mrs. Jeanette Miller. The marriage 
took place April 30 last. 

“T kept something from you when we 
were married,’’ wrote the 18-year-old 
wife in the letter dated June 7, which 
Miller displayed to Judge Millard. “‘It 
is impossible for me to keep it from 
you much longer. I only hope that we 
may never see each other again, and 
that you may find another wife who 
will be worthy of.you.” 

The court was further informed that 
a child was born to Mrs. Miller Aug. 19, 
at.the home of her parents in Madison, 
Ind. 

‘The wife, who was Miss Jeanette 
Smith, first met Miller in East St. 
Louis, after she had gone there Feb. 26 
last, to visit. her sister. He was 27 
years old, and a railroad employe. He 
urged her to marry him, and she con- 
sented. 

Married in Springfield,’ Il. 

They went to Springfield, Ill., April 
The next day the 
wife went to her parents’ home, Say- 
ing she was sick and could get better 
care there. He followed her to Madi- 
son shortly afterward, but she didnot 
encourage him to remain, so he left 
after a few days. 

Until he received the letter early in 
June, Miller was unable to learn why 
his wife had left him and would not 
return. After the situation had been 
made clear by the letter, he filed the 
motion for an annulment of the mar- 
riage. 

The case is an unusual one, as 
annulments are rarely asked on any 
other ground than a legal fraud, such 
as the existence of a prior marriage. 
The technical ground in the Miller case 
was fraud, and the court held that the 
wife’s concealment of facts known to 
her, under the circumstances, consti- 
tuted fraud.

MANILA, Sept. 1.—An uprising 
against the Government is reported in 
the Province of Nueva Vizcaya. A con- 
stabulary force is hurrying to the scene 
and a battle is expected hourly. 

The rebel movement is headed by 
Simeon Mandac, former governor of the 
Province of locos Norte, who has long 
been a fugitive from justice. 

Mandac occupies Solano, a town of 
about 6000 {nhabitants,. Northwest of the 
center of Nueva Vizcaya and about five 
jmiles north of Bayonbong. The tele- 
graph wires North of Bayonbong have 
been cut and it is impossible to learn 
the number of Mandac’s followers, It 


serious. 
Col. Taylor, at the head of the .con- 


stabulary at Bayonbong, is preparing 
for an attack and the constabulary 
forces from other points are moving to- 
ward Solano to surround the outlaws 
and capture or kill them. Government 
reinforcements are available if needed. 
Word of the trouble reached Manila to- 
day. Mandac, while Governor, sub- 
jected a prisoner to a ‘‘third degree’ 
examination ef such severity that the 
man died. The Governor was convicted 
of homictde and sentenced to fourteen 
years imprisonment. He appealed from 
the verdict and while the appeal was 
pending jumped his bond.and had been 
missing for several months. 

Nueva Vizcaya is the central province 
of Luzon and Bayonbong is its capital. 


Uprising Is a Surprise. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The reported 
disturbance in the province of Nueva 
Vizcaya comes as a surprise to the of- 
ficials of the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
and the other officers of the War De- 
partment. No intimation has reached 
Washington of any generat discontent 
in this wild, sparsely settled province 
and it is believed here that it was a 
surprise likewise to the officials in the 
Philippines.

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“PASTOR ARGUES RICH MEN 
SHOULD “TIP” MINISTERS 





“Let Them Share Their Business Information 
With Us So That We Can Meet Social 


Demands,” 


He Suggests.

If wealthy business men and finan- 
ciers in church congregations would 


‘give the ministers tips on profitable 


investments, it would enable them to 
adequately provide for their families 


and keep up the social standard re- 


quired in the ministry; in the opinion 
of the Rev. S. E. Arthur, former pas- 
tor of St; Mark’s Episcopal Church, 
The Rev. Dr. Arthur:has given up 
the ministry temporarily and has en- 
gaged in the insurance business as a 
means of providing for his family 
when his salary as a minister failed 
to meet present day needs. 

He says that such investments by 
a preacher would equalize the in- 
equalities in church salaries. The 
financier would then be acting re- 
ligion, “as well as wearing a pious 
face on Sunday,” and forgetting about 
the needs of his pastor on week 
days, he says. 

“There are men in every church who 
have it in their power to aid the min- 
ister by giving him tips on safe in- 
vestments,’’ the Rev. Mr. Arthur told 
a Post-Dispatcli reporter at his office 
in the Pierce Building. “Almost every 
preacher can scrape up $400 or $500 to 
invest in something that would guar- 
antee a reasonable return. It is the 
duty of these men to assist in this 
manner the minister who draws smal] 
pay. 

Too Much Is Expected. 

“In some of the wealthy churches the 
minister may get a salary of $6000 a 
year. The average of the others is 
$1200. The same social standard is re- 
quired of the $1200 preacher as of his 
better-paid brother. 

“It is required that ministers dress 
well. They must live well. They must 
be well educated. Their families must 
make a presentable appearance. They 
must visit members of the congrega- 
tion. They must entertain to a certain 





/ 


y 
extent. Their children must be well 
dressed and properly educated. 

“The average salasy of a preacher 
these days is not large enough to meet 
these demands. The congregations ex- 
pect too much of their pastor. 

No Right to Marry. 

“In most churches the members of the 
congregation fix the salary of the min- 
ister, go to church on Sunday, and let 
the rector worry along during the week 
as best he can. 

‘‘No minister has a right to marry a 
young woman who has been accustomed 
to the comforts of life, raise a family, 
and then let her lack the necessities and 
little comforts of life. 

“Many a wealthy famity could vol- 
unteer to provide an education for ine 
minister’s children.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Arthur believes that 
there can be honesty tn business as well 
as anywhere else, .provided a man is 
willing to accept a reasonable profit. 

May Never Preach Again. 

The Rev. Mr. Arthur is 4 years old, 
and has a wife and one child. Since 
March 1 he has been employed by an in- 
surance company as manager of the 
live stock: insurance department.- He 
says it is problematical whether he re- 
turns to the ministry. He says that the 
ministry has a certain fascination, but 
the feeling is ever present that when he 
reaches an old age his congregation 
will turn him out.for a younger man.

PLATTSBURG, Mo., Sept. 1.—The sec- 
ond trial of the Rev. Clyde Gow begap 
here today. Effort is being made to 
keep it separate from the conference 
which also is in-session, and the taking 
of evidence was begun in anoffier build- 
ing, behind closed doors. 

The Rev. Dr. J. M. Gibson, president 
of Central College has been chosen by 
Bishop Collins as chairman of the 
church committee which is trying Gow. 
The Rev. R. H. Cooper of Fayette and 
the Rev. W. E. Thompson of Gallatin 
represent the church. 

Gow selected the Rev. J. A. Munpow- 
er, pastor of the Methodist Church at 
Lawson, and the Rev. T. W. Alton, 
pastor of the Methodist Church at Ful- 
ton, to’ defend him..’ All of the four 
ministers say they want justice gone, 
regardless of public sentiment or the 
civil law, which has already convicted 
Gow in connection with the death of 
Miss Gleason and gave him four years 
in the penitentiary. It is expected by 
many that this conviction will be re- 
versed by the Supreme Court or a new 
trial granted. 


Gow Refuses to Talk. 
Before the case went to trial today 


Gow refused to make any statement, 
but one of the ministers who. has been 
looking after’ his interests made this 
statement for publication: 

“Mr. Gow is a victim of unfortunate 
circumstances. Two years ago the 
Methodist conference tried him on 
charges of gross immorality. After 
hearing the evidence he was found 
guilty. 

Gow took an appeal to the general 
conference which convened last May in 
North Carolina. There the case was 
reversed and remanded for a new trial.

FIREMEN WIN IN 


WATER FIGHTING 


Teams of Three Men Fight 
Each Other With Streams 
From Steamers. 


Water fights between teams from 
the fire department of East St.. Louis 
and nelghboring towns have become 
a populak® pastime among the firemen, 
and the rivalry between contesting 


teams is intense. The fire depart- 
ment of Mascoutah, Ill, has held the 
championship of this section of ‘Illi- 


ynois for three years, but they had the 


laurels wrested from them by an East 
St. Louis team after the latter had 
been through the mill with the Baden 
fire department team. 

The contest took place at Belle- 
ville at the firemen’s tournament. 
In a letter to Assistant Chief Tony 
Brucks, Capt. Joseph Toepper  pro- 
tests that it was not a fair test 
and challenges East St. Louis to a 
return fight. The team will await the 
return of Fire Chief Burke, who is 
or. his vacation, before they will ac- 
cept the challenge. 

Water fighting is in a class by it- 
self. When the fight starts the teams, 
comprising three men each, stand 50 
feet apart, each manning a line of 
hose connected with the steamer, 
which throws the water under 110 
pounds of pressure. The teams slow- 
ly advance and the men who can 
fcrce their way against the torrent of 
water are declared the winners. 

In the contest the membere of 
the East St. Louis team were all on 
the ground on their backs and took 
their punishment, for seven minutes, 
after which they arose and routed their 
opponents.

CHEERING INFORMATION. 

It is cheering information that the Hospital 
Board has rejected Dr. Morfit’s scheme for ap- 
pointing visiting physicians only after compet- 
itive examinations. It would have been as cheer- 
ing if the plan had-been accepted, The cheer 
comes because the thing is settled. 

Now that it is settled we hope the whole intri- 
cate governing outfit of the hospital will have 
some time to devote to the conduct of the insti- 
tution. If they cannot devote all their time to 
it we hope they will spare enough from their re- 
searches into municipal government as the source 
of jobs for doctors to see that accident patients 
are not spilled from stretchers, that nurses take 
something for their grouches and that calling 
to see the-sick is not rated as breaking and en- 
tering with felonious intent. 

If the authorities in control will give a little 
time to it, we believe they will be able to ascer- 
tain that the public is interested in public in- 
stitutions and entitled to information as to oc- 
currences in them. Important as this is, some 
violation of the rule could be forgiven if there 
was remote assurance that the City Hospital is 
being conducted as a City Hospital. We assure 
the authorities it is quite possible to do this.

KANSAS INSURGENCY. 
Kansas, insurgency is now privileged to rage 
only within the bounds of solemn platform pro- 


brings true joy, to the prosy state of demanding 
and promising and defining constructive work. 
Kansas insurgency, with the characteristic Kan- 
sas vagaries eliminated from its program, is less 
formidable and less inviting than when it went up 
and down champing, stamping and ieee in 
‘search of reactionaries to devour. 

- It still hates Cannon rules but it~ commends 
the campaign fund publicity law, with the pub- 
licity after election. It scoffs at the railroad bill 
as passed, but approves it as it was intreduced. 
It is still horrified at the Payne-Aldrich scandal, 
but thinks Mr. Taft’s piecemeal-revision-tariff- 
ecmmission scheme perfectly lovely and the 190% 
Republican platform a charming affair. 

There isn’t a militant note in the Kansas in- 
surgent platform. There is no wholesome, heart- 
felt excoriation of plunderbunds and tariff graft- 
ers such as would naturally be expected from the 
man who fired the rubber broadside at Aldrich. 
Mr. Taft will find much to cheer him in the plat- 
form and nothing to alarm him-except the en- 
comiums handed to Mr. Roosevelt, who is the 
swashbuckler to*swashbuckle in the only style 
Kansas truly adores. 

Those who have nursed the hope that Kansas 
would blaze a path for the people out of the wil- 
derness must be disappointed. Kansas insurgency 
would hamstring graft, not kill it. It would have 
recourse to medication and ice bags, but it 
wouldn’t operate. It hails Roosevelt as the cham- 
pion of the rights of man and so inferentially in- 
dorses holding up available Harrimans for cam- 
paign funds. It sees in Roosevelt the enemy to 
special privilege and so inferentially indorses 
cinching the ultimate ‘monopoly of the Steel 
Trust as a means of saving Wall street viene a 
disastrous panic. 

We can’t harmonize tariff reform with Taft’s 
scheme of piecemeal revision. We can’t recon- 
cile Roosevelt’s record with an honest desire to 
champion the rights of man and dethrone priv- 
ilege. The more the Kansas insurgent platform 
is studied the plainer it becomes that the stifling 
of reckless extravagance and the promotion of 
economic reform is impossible without Democratic 
victory. There can be no compromising old rec- 
ords and old relationships, no attempts to dodge 
party stultification. A clean sweep is necessary 
to the uncovering of old evils and the prevention 
of new ones. The rascals are not to be scolded 
and spanked; they must be turned out. 
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It is now rumored ‘that the arbitrary is to be 
abolished, necessitating the resurrection of the 
other: rumor that there isn’t any arbitrary.

Gov. Deneen summed up the case for the voters 
of Illinois excellently in his speech at Taylor- 
ville. The “jack-pot” combination, having ab- 
solved itself from all partisan promises and 
‘Pledges, became a piratical organization whose 
members were guilty in varying degrees. Per- 
haps some of them were not guilty at all of the 
crime of accepting bribe ’ ‘money, but none of them 
is to be trusted to discharge the duties entrusted 
to him by his constituents. . 

An electorate betrayed once is unfortunate. It 
may charge itself with nothing worse than lack 
of foresight. But if it returns and -re-indorses 
and vindicates the betrayer it writes itself down
